Then you 
shall see the beautiful symeterieal fig­ 
ures, not in one design, but a num­ 
ber of different six-pointed stars; these 
are the frost or snow crystals as they 
are sifted down from above. 
I to not make the mistake by picking 
U(» a handful of wet snow and expect 
to find beauty among the broken and 
compressed flakes; 
but, await some 
cold day when only a few flakes a ft 
falling, stand indoors and watch the 
flakes as they fall, one by one, on the 
window sill; then you shall see the 
beauty of the snow. 
As you watch the delicate crystals 
let your mind go back to th*' time in 
tile world’s history when the daylight 
hours of a year were fewer than a. 
the present time; 
when 
it 
snowed 
and kept on snowing for the summers 
were too short to melt, all that had 
fallen. Year after year this continued, 
each year adding its share until the 
north half of the continent from the 
Ohio river to the Arctic sea was cov­ 
ered to a depth that has been esti 
mated to have been from 1,000 to 1.500 
feet, in thickness. 
Then picture, if 
you can, this great field or numerous 
fields of ice beginning to move. Slow­ 
ly. but surely, it moved and with such 
tremendous force that even the hills 
offered it but slight resistenoe.

That Salem is to be th*> headquar­ 
ters of a new enterprise during the 
coming summer became known 
he»* 
this week when a representative of the 
H, J. Heinz c< npany, the great pure 
food canncrs 
Pittsburg, came to 
Salem to make contracts with farmers 
and gardners in this vicinity to grow 
tomatoes for them. 
The matter of inducing the 
Heinz 
company to locate a branch receiving 
station for vegetables in Salem was 
taken up last fall by the local board 
of trade, it having been ascertained 
that the Pittsburg firm was in need of 
mor«1 territory, especially for its to­ 
mato canning department. 
It's large 
farm in Pennsylvania is said to ire too 
rolling for successful tomato growing. 
The representative, Mr. H. B. Zietzer. 
of Aspinwall. Pa., came to Salem last 
Tuesday and has been 
visiting the 
farmers in this vicinity during the 
week in an attempt to interest them 
in the project of growing tomatoes on 
a large scale. As a result he has closed 
a number of contracts with farmers 
near Salem each of whom will grow 
from one to a half dozen acres of to 
matoes for the Heinz trade. 
The tomatoes will be grown as a 
farm crop, the plants being set four 
feet apart each way in checkrows and 
cultivated much the same manner as 
corn. 
No attempt is made to sta*e 
up the plants when thus grown ex­ 
tensively, and it is not required that 
the crop be produced especially early. 
The Heinz company will furnish the 
seed free of cost to all who enter into 
contracts with them, or the plants are 
furnished at $2.50 per thousand, about 
2,500 being required for an acre. 
The 
farm ers will be paid at the rate ot 2b 
cents per bushel for the tomatoes do* 
livered at the cars in Salem. 
As all 
>izes of tomatoes are taken this is con­ 
sidered a fairly good price ami it is 
possible on good land to make from 
$101* to $150 per acre in a season. 
It 
is claimed that land which will pro­ 
il uce potatoes is very v*ei] adapted to 
the field culture of tomatoes and it is 
that character of the land about Salem 
which has attracted the attention oi 
the Heinz people. 
It is possible that if they succeed in 
irousing sufficient interest in tomato 
rowing here they 
will establish a 
receiving plant in Salem where the 
product may be stored for shipment to 
the big Pitteburg plant In the com­ 
pany’s special refrigerator cars. 
For 
several years tomatoes and cm tim­ 
bers have been grown for them near 
Columbian*, 
The company sends ex 
perts into a territory devoted to this 
line of industry occasionally during 
the season to look over the fields and 
give suggestions to the growers as to 
how they may get the best results by 
fertilization, cultivation, etc. 
In the vicinity of Marietta. O.. to­ 
mato growing has become a very im- 
lortant industry in recent years. For­ 
merly strawberries and other 
small 
fruits attracted the attention Of the 
truckers there, but it is said that to­ 
matoes are now paying better, and re­ 
quire less work.
